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Twenty  Years  of  Change  at  Tufts 

When  asked  how  things  have  changed  at  Tufts  since  I  arrived  in  1971  as  a  freshly  minted  assistai 
professor,  I  often  look  to  the  Commencement  ceremony  as  a  benchmark.  In  the  spring  of  1972,  Tuf 
was  still  fully  engaged  in  anti-war,  anti- “establishment”  protest,  and  Commencement  clearly  reflecte 
these  sentiments.  Impassioned  speeches,  “alternative”  ceremonies,  and  a  rejection  of  tradition 
academic  regalia  held  sway.  About  every  hundredth  senior  received  his  or  her  diploma  dressed  in 
rented  black  academic  cap  and  gown,  and  would  be  the  object  of  some  amusement  or  even  hostilit 
The  other  seniors — those  that  deigned  to  be  a  part  of  Commencement — wore  the  usual  uniforms:  jean 
sneakers,  sweatshirts  or  tie-dyed  tee-  shirts. 

As  the  70’s  progressed,  there  were  changes.  As  Cottrell  and  Leonard,  traditional  purveyors  ■ 
academic  apparel,  continued  to  sweat  things  out,  seniors  began  to  dress  up  for  their  Commencemer 
attractive  dresses  and  coats  and  ties  became  the  rule,  and  the  still-rare  cap  and  gown  now  met  litt 
response. 

Then,  quite  suddenly,  mortarboards  and  gowns  were  in!  Cottrell  and  Leonard  were  rewarded  f 
their  patience  as  thousands  of  college  seniors  began  buying  their  cheap  tear-away  gowns  (my  classmat 
and  I  rented).  Now  the  dress  and  suit  were  (and  are)  the  rare  exception  to  the  implicit  dress  code. 

Too  much  has  probably  been  made  of  the  shift  in  campus  values  from  the  idealism  of  the  70’s  to  tl 
commercialism  and  self-interest  of  the  80’ s.  Somewhat  less  has  been  written  about  the  more  rece 
swing  back  to  a  more  caring,  even  altruistic  orientation  among  current  students.  We  are  clearly  in  n 
era  of  transition;  investment  banking  has  lost  its  luster  as  a  career  goal,  but  interest  in  the  law  is,: 
anything,  increasing.  Indeed  I  continue  to  be  impressed  (sometimes  depressed)  with  the  litigiousne ; 
of  many  students.  However,  we  are  also  seeing  an  unprecedented  interest  among  students  in  the  futi  > 
of  the  environment,  multi-culturalism,  internationalism,  volunteerism,  as  evidenced  by  drama: 
increases  in  the  numbers  of  Environmental  Studies  majors,  the  new  World  Civilizations  prograi,

continued  high  interest  in  IR  and  study  abroad,  and  a  resurgence  of  the  Leonard  Carmichael  Society 
as  a  positive  force  on  campus.  In  each  of  these  four  areas,  students  are  encouraged  to  turn  outward, 
to  use  their  education  as  an  impetus  for  greater  social  understanding  and  positive  social  change. 

But  unquestionably  the  most  dramatic  change  that  has  occurred  during  my  nearly  20  years  at  Tufts 
is  the  increased  importance  of  interdisciplinary  programs.  We  have  become  an  institution  with  thin, 
permeable  disciplinary  walls.  In  197 1  my  own  department  offered  a  single  major — Psychology.  Since 
that  time  the  Psychology  Department  has  developed  a  Clinical  Psychology  major  and  has  forged  links 
Mth  Sociology,  Biology,  and  Engineering  Design  to  create  majors  in  Social  Psychology,  Biopsychology, 
and  Engineering  Psychology.  Other  programs  and  majors — American  Studies,  Peace  and  Justice, 
Environmental  Studies,  Interdisciplinary  Minors,  International  Relations,  and  World  Civilizations  to 
name  just  a  few — did  not  exist  in  1971.  Joint  degree  programs  with  the  Fletcher  School,  the  College 
of  Engineering  and  most  recently,  the  Medical  School  again  attest  to  the  movement  toward 
nterdisciplinary  study. 

Over  the  years  of  the  Mayer  presidency,  Tufts  has 
•hanged  to  build  upon  its  traditional  strengths  and  to 
levelop  new  ones.  That  many  of  these  changes  now 
point  toward  socially  valuable  goals,  approached  from 
nany  disciplines,  that  will  prepare  our  students  to  face 
he  complexities  of  the  twenty-first  century  is  an  excit- 
fig  prospect  indeed.

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Tufts’  Concrete  Canoes:  A  Brief  History 


The  Tufts  Chapter  of  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers  (ASCE)  actually  designed 
and  built  concrete  canoes  for  competition 
racing  during  our  time  at  the  University.  In 
fact,  Tufts  engineers  won  numerous  awards. 

In  1978  Tufts  first  entered  a  concrete  canoe 
race,  but  the  entry  sank.  It  weighed  several 
hundred  pounds,  and  is  believed  to  still  be  at 
the  bottom  of  a  river.  After  that,  Tufts  sat  out 
for  over  a  decade. 

In  recent  years,  however,  Tufts  has  shown  a 
resurgence  of  interest  in  the  art  of  concrete 
canoe  racing  and  has  since  been  a  strong  force 
in  New  England.  Tufts’  1989  entry  is  shown 
with  five  people  in  it. 

In  the  spring  of  1989,  ASCE  members  bent 
wire  mesh  around  a  fiberglass  canoe  to  get  a 
rough  idea  of  the  shape  desired  for  their  canoe. 
Three  eighth  inch  steel  rebar  was  then  bent 
into  the  shape  of  the  mesh.  The  rear  of  the 
canoe  was  modified  to  have  a  flat,  rather  than 


tapered  back,  as  this  was  intended  to  redi 
overall  weight  and  make  the  canoe  more  cc 
petitive.  Wearing  leather  gloves,  members  tl 
covered  the  entire  frame  with  wire  cloth  < 
sewed  on  the  cloth  with  steel  wire.  Glob  by  gl 
over  two  hundred  pounds  of  concrete  were  pres 
onto  the  frame  by  hand.  When  it  was  fin 
finished,  it  measured  twelve  feet  in  length,  thi 
two  inches  in  width  and  eighteen  inches  in  def 

The  canoe  was  so  heavy,  that  on  the  day  it  i 
to  be  tested,  the  dolly  constructed  to  transpor 
sunk  into  the  ground.

The  Program  encourages  students  to  analyze  the  etiology  of  the  central  health  problems  that 
people  in  the  United  States  face  today  with  attention  to  regional,  ethnic,  gender  and  racial 
differences  in  health  status.  Students  work  on  collective  research  projects  and  therefore  learn 
about  perspectives  and  methodologies  inherent  in  other  disciplines.  Several  courses  examine 
the  policies  and  health  care  systems  of  other  countries.  The  curriculum  includes  the  study  of 
anthropology,  medicine,  history,  sociology,  psychology,  economics,  ethics,  public  health, 
classics,  political  science  and  biology  as  they  affect  our  understanding  of  communities’  strategies 
to  promote  health  and  cope  with  disease. 

A  central  component  of  the  Program  is  the  internship,  a  one-credit  field  placement 
accompanied  by  a  one-credit  academic  seminar.  Here  juniors  and  seniors  get  some  “hands- 
pn”  experience  working  in  diverse  settings  such  as  hospitals,  health  maintenance  organizations, 
state  and  federal  government  agencies,  human  service  agencies,  private  organizations  such  as 
:onsulting  firms  or  non-profit  organizations,  and  health  advocacy  and  public  interest  groups. 
This  field  work  allows  students  to  try  out  new  work  roles  and  interact  with  a  variety  of 
professionals  in  the  health  field. 

Undergraduate  enrollment  has  been  growing  steadily  since  the  Program’s  inception.  While 
n  the  first  few  years  enrollment  hovered  around  15-25  students,  the  Community  Health 
Program  now  includes  well  over  90  students,  with  each  graduating  class  containing  around  30. 
These  students  major  in  a  wide  range  of  disciplines  from  biology  to  classics  to  economics  to  civil 
engineering,  and  make  for  a  particularly  diverse  and  interesting  group.

A  sign  up  on  the  third  or  fourth  floor  of  Houston  hall  showe< 
the  danger  and  reality  to  face  when  fear  and  confusion  work  hand  in  hand  to  create  a  sort  of  misguided  cruelly 
“Nuke  Iraq,”  the  sign  read — and  to  think  we’d  learned  our  lesson.

Under  the  guidance  of  James  Vance,  the  instructor,  class  members  have  to  articulak 
as  honestly  as  possible  their  personal  feelings  about  themselves  and  other  peopl( 
within  the  context  of  American  racism.  Race  Awareness  forces  each  individual  t( 
scrutinize  his  or  her  own  person  and  unearth  the  real  reasons  for  why  he  or  she  ma; 
say  or  do  certain  things.  It  is  a  class  that  relies  almost  exclusively  on  class  participatioi 
and  interaction  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  better  understanding  of  and  respect  for  the  racic 
differences  that  constitute  America’s  many  realities.

To  put  it  bluntly  and  succinctly,  1  stopped  play  acting.  For  the  first  time,  I  clearly  an< 
honestly  verbalized  my  feelings  about  racism  in  America  and  how  I  and  other  peopl 
fit  into  this  puzzle.  Furthermore,  as  a  Person  of  Color,  I  began  to  question  why  I  haj 
denied  certain  things  for  so  long  and  what  this  denial  has  cost  me  in  terms  of  self-respec 
and  self-esteem.

African-American  students  can  express  their  cultural  identity 
through  educational  and  social  activities. 

AIESEC  is  an  international  organization  whose  mission  is 
global  understanding.  Students  attend  conferences  and  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  work  for  a  foreign  company. 

The  Amalgamates  are  a  group  of  men  and  women  who 
perform  an  ever  widening  repertoire  of  a  cappella  music. 
The  American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers  makes 
students  aware  of  the  opportunities  available  in  the  profes¬ 
sional  world,  through  guest  speakers  and  tours  of  chemical 
plants. 

The  American  Chemical  Society  is  an  organization  that 
assists  chemistry  majors  with  their  career  decisions.  Its 
members  visit  places  such  as  Anheuser-Busch,  museums,  and 
nuclear  power  plants,  and  give  demonstrations  at  local  high 
schools.

The  Tufts  Asian  American  Society  is  where  students  can 
draw  support  from  their  peers  and  become  aware  of  and  active 
in  the  issues  concerning  their  community.

Its  purpose  is  to  diversify  theatre  at 
Tufts  and  encourage  participation  by  students  of  color.  It 
presents  material  written  by  black  artists,  and  serves  as  a 
support  group  for  people  of  color  who  are  interested  in  theatre. 
The  Tufts  Caribbean  Club  serves  as  a  melting  pot  for  the 
cultures  and  traditions  of  the  Caribbean  islands.  The  club 
focuses  on  the  need  for  awareness  of  the  different  Caribbean 
cultures  in  our  community.

The  Tufts  Christian  Fellowship  seeks  “...to  know  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  and  share  his  love  with  the  Tufts 
community.”  The  main  activities  are  weekly  meetings  and 
Bible  Studies. 

The  Collective  on  Latin  America  provides  educational  events 
focusing  on  Latin  America,  and  publishes  the  journal  Perfiles. 
The  Tufts  Community  Union  Judiciary  is  a  body  com¬ 
prised  of  seven  elected  students  from  all  classes.  Its  main 
purpose  is  to  recognize  and  regulate  the  activities  of  TCU 
student  organizations  according  to  their  constitutionality  and  in 
accordance  with  University  policy. 

The  Tufts  Council  on  International  Affairs  organizes 
activities  on  campus  relating  to  international  affairs.  In  addition 
to  the  organization  of  Tufts’  delegations  to  Model  United 
Nations  Conferences,  members  are  coordinating  student  peer 
advising  for  IR  majors  and  all  students  planning  to  go  abroad. 
The  Crafts  Center  offers  woodworking,  pottery,  tie-dyeing, 
jewelry  making,  and  other  assorted  crafts  to  the  Tufts  commu¬ 
nity.  It  is  open  daily  and  offers  weekend  workshops  led  by 
members  of  the  Crafts  House. 

The  Tufts  Dally,  distributed  Monday  through  Friday,  offers 
news,  features,  arts,  sports,  the  Viewpoints  page,  and  comics. 
Tufts  is  one  of  the  smallest  undergraduate  populations  in  the 
nation  to  be  represented  by  a  daily  newspaper,  which  keeps 
everyone  informed  and  provides  job  experience  in  all  aspects 
of  journalism. 

The  Tufts  Dance  Collective  organizes  performances  and 
activities  such  as  films,  discussions,  and  workshops  on  dance. 
The  Tufts  Democrats  are  dedicated  to  expanding  students’ 
political  consciousness  through  petition  drives,  speakers,  de¬ 
bates,  a  yearly  symposium,  and  a  newsletter.  With  letter 
writing  drives,  campaigning,  national  marches,  and  volunteer 
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work,  the  Tufts  Democrats  have  helped  to  further  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party’s  goals. 

Elections  Board  (ELBO) 

Tufts  Emergency  Medical  Services  is  a  student  organiza¬ 
tion  and  a  professional  group  of  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians,  working  with  the  Police  and  Health  Services  to 
provide  initial  emergency  medical  care.  The  group  sponsors 
an  EMT  course  each  spring. 

The  Environmental  Consciousness  Outreach  works 
toward  promoting  environmental  awareness  on  the  Tufts 
campus  and  in  the  surrounding  community.  It  is  composed  of 
groups  working  for  On-Campus  Education,  Legislation  and 
Activism,  Recycling,  and  Off-Campus  Outreach.

This  is  an 
essential  and  interesting  means  for  aspiring  arts  majors  and 
curious  students  to  obtain  contact  and  insight  from  the  art 
world. 

Fool  s  Guild 

The  French  Circle  provides  a  means  for  promoting  French 
culture  through  films,  food,  and  fun. 

Tufts  Geological  Society 

The  German  Club  brings  together  the  German-speaking 
community  at  T ufts  and  raises  awareness  of  German  issues  and 
culture.  It  does  so  by  showing  films,  arranging  political 
discussions,  sponsoring  readings  by  visiting  authors  and  cel¬ 
ebrating  traditional  holidays  such  as  Fasching,  Nikolaus,  and 
the  ever-popular  Oktoberfest. 

The  Hebrew-Yiddish  Culture  Society,  affectionately  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  the  “Bayit,”  is  a  special  interest  house  striving  to 
promote  Jewish  and  Israeli  culture  on  campus.  It  is  a  place  for 
students  to  spend  Sabbaths  and  holidays  in  a  Jewish  environ¬ 
ment.  The  Bayit  hosts  falafel  nights  and  bagel  brunches,  as  well 
as  informational  programs. 

The  Hellenic  Society  brings  together  Greek,  Greek-Ameri- 
can,  and  American  students.  This  organization  aims  to 
reinforce  or  establish  a  connection  to  Greece  and  Hellenic 
culture. 

Hemispheres  is  the  Tufts  journal  of  international  affairs.  It  is 
one  of  the  few  completely  undergraduate-run  journals  of  its 
kind  in  the  country.  It  provides  undergraduates  with  the 
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opportunity  to  publish  works  which  they  have  written  in  the 
field  of  international  relations. 

Tufts  Htllel,  the  center  of  Jewish  activity  on  campus,  does 
more  than  hold  services  and  dinner  every  Friday  night  and 
holiday.  Hillel’s  Generation  Committee  matched  students  with 
the  elderly  in  surrounding  communities  to  help  them  celebrate 
the  holidays.  The  Social  Action  Committee  ran  a  “Big 
Brothers  and  Sisters”  program.  The  Oppressed  Jewry  com¬ 
mittee  continued  to  solicit  support,  and  the  Education  Committee 
hosted  a  series  of  discussions  on  Jewish  activism. 
Hispanic-American  Society 

The  Human  Factors  Society  promotes  interest  in  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  people,  machines,  and  the  environment. 
The  Tufts  Indian  Subcontinent  Association  serves  the 
entire  community  of  Indian,  Bangladeshi,  Pakistani,  Sri  Lankan, 
and  other  students  of  the  subcontinent  on  the  Tufts  campus. 
The  organization  promotes  cultural,  social,  and  educational 
activities  as  well  as  an  awareness  of  the  traditions,  needs,  and 
concerns  of  this  group  within  the  Tufts  community. 

The  Institute  of  Electronic  and  Electrical  Engineers 
sponsors  several  social  and  educational  events  for  students 
who  are  in  the  field  of  electrical  engineering. 

The  Inter-Dormitory  Council  was  created  with  the  primary 
purpose  of  enriching  residential  life  on  campus.  It  does  this  by 
encouraging  dorm  governments  to  provide  educational,  social, 
and  cultural  activities  within  the  dorms.  In  addition,  the  I.D.C. 
sponsors  the  Homecoming  Float  Parade,  the  reading  period 
Quad  Run,  and  Dorm  Olympics. 

The  Inter-Greek  Council  consists  of  members  from  all  Tufts 
Greek  chapters  and  works  not  only  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Greek  community,  but  also  for  the  improvement  of  the  entire 
Tufts  community.  This  can  be  seen  in  the  newly  created 
committees:  GAMMA  (Greeks  Advocating  the  Mature  Man¬ 
agement  of  Alcohol),  the  Sexual  Harassment  and  Date  Rape 
Committee,  the  Alumni  Committee,  and  the  Academic  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  IGC  also  acts  as  a  liaison  between  the  faculty  and 
administration  and  the  Greek  community. 

The  International  Club  promotes  understanding  of  world 
cultures  and  serves  as  a  place  for  foreign  and  American 
students  to  meet  and  exchange  ideas. 

The  Tufts  Irish  American  Society  is  a  cultural  and  social 
organization  dedicated  to  exposing  interested  members  of  the 
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Tufts  community  to  Irish  life  and  culture.  Members  discuss 
current  political,  economic,  and  social  concerns  in  Ireland  as 
well  as  the  fate  of  the  Irish  immigrants. 

The  Tufts  Islamic  Society  provides  a  means  for  Islamic 
students  to  come  together  and  share  their  common  culture  and 
religion. 

The  Tufts  Israel  Network  (TIN)  is  a  Zionist  organization 
whose  activities  include  speakers,  movies,  and  programs  fairs. 
The  group's  aims  are  to  reach  out  to  the  Tufts  community  to 
provide  information  about  Israel  to  interested  students  and  to 
keep  current  information  available  for  students  regarding  the 
Middle  East  situation. 

The  Tufts  Italian  Club  boasts  an  active  membership  of 
students  interested  in  Italian  culture.  Events  include  North  End 
dinners,  Italian  movie  fests,  Bocce  tournaments,  and  dessert 
and  coffee  hours. 

The  Jackson  Jills  are  Tufts’  only  female  a  cappella  singing 
group,  bringing  wit,  humor,  and  song  to  the  stage. 

Jadi  Umoja  means  “racial  unity”  in  Swahili,  the  language  of 
the  Bantu  people  of  Africa.  This  group  tries  to  encourage  pride 
in  one’s  ethnicity  and  provide  a  means  of  expressing  that  pride 
in  a  comfortable  atmosphere. 

Japanese  Culture  Club 

The  Jumbo  Marching  Band  has  had  a  successful  season 
sporting  new  formal  uniforms.  Major  events  this  year  were  the 
four  home  football  games,  the  Homecoming  Pep  Rally,  and 
the  Homecoming  Parade.  After  the  football  season  ends  the 
band  remains  active,  playing  at  local  events,  marching  in 
parades,  and  a  trip  is  planned  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Korean  Students  Association  aims  to  increase  the 
unity  among  Korean  students,  while  enhancing  on-campus 
awareness  of  Korean  history  and  culture. 

The  Latin  American  Society  serves  the  dual  purpose  of 
congregating  the  Latin  community  at  Tufts  and  of  promoting 
cultural  awareness  at  the  university.  It  gives  the  Latin  American 
students  the  opportunity  to  continue  with  some  of  their  cultural 
traditions,  and  gives  non-Latin  students  the  chance  to  be 
exposed  to  a  different  culture. 

Links 

LCS  (Leonard  Carmichael  Society)  is  a  student-run  or¬ 
ganization  that  encourages  volunteering  through  a  variety  of 
individualized  programs.  It  provides  community  service  in 
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Medford,  Somerville  and  the  Greater  Boston  area.  Some 
projects  include: 

Adult  Literacy  -  students  tutor  functionally  illiterate  adults  through 
one-on-one  sessions,  or  as  classroom  aides  at  the  Somerville  Center 
for  Adult  Learning. 

Blood  Drive  -  co-sponsored  with  the  American  Red  Cross. 

Ears  for  Peers  -  an  anonymous  and  confidential  student-run  peer 
support  hotline. 

Eyes  for  Others  -  allows  volunteers  to  work  with  blind  and  visually 
impaired  adults. 

Food  Rescue  -  picks  up  excess  food  at  grocery  stores  and 
restaurants  and  delivers  it  to  local  homeless  shelters. 

Kid’s  Day  -  a  camival/fair  for  local  youngsters. 
NEMC/Hospital  -  matches  students  up  with  their  volunteering 
interests  at  the  hospital. 

Shelters  -  assisted  by  students  who  help  their  staffs  and  interact 
with  the  guests.  Students  volunteer  with  the  Somerville  Homeless 
Coalition  Shelter  Inc.  and  the  Pine  Street  Inn. 

Leukemia  Swimathon 

Tutoring  and  ESL  -  tutors  children  from  the  local  Somerville  and 
Medford  schools.  English  as  a  Second  Language  volunteers  meet 
with  an  adult. 

Battered  Women’s  Shelter  -  allows  volunteers  to  answer  hot¬ 
lines,  provide  child  care  and  lend  a  hand  and  a  heart  to  women  in 
a  time  of  crisis. 

Cancer  Outreach  -  reaches  out  to  patients  through  volunteer  and 
hospice  work  and  fund-raising. 

Council  for  Exceptional  Children  -  allows  volunteers  to  work 
with  disabled  children. 

Elderly  Outreach  -  volunteers  visit  a  ‘special  senior,’  help  set  up 
a  luncheon  and  socialize,  or  make  daily  phone  calls  to  an  elderly 
person  as  a  health  check. 

GIV  (Get  Involved  in  Volunteering)  -  aims  to  promote  volun- 
teerism  in  Medford  and  Somerville  High  Schools. 

Hunger  Project  -  serves  dinner  to  the  hungry,  serves  food  at  an 
emergency  food  pantry,  and  conducts  food  drives  on  campus. 
Special  Friends/Day  Care  -  allows  students  to  work  with  children 
at  Tufts  day  care  or  at  the  Somerville  Community  schools. 
Traveling  Treasure  Trunk  -  Tufts’  children's  repertory  com¬ 
pany,  performing  for  children  in  schools,  day  care  centers,  and 
hospitals  in  the  Boston  area. 

Volunteer  Construction  Corps  -  help  build  low-income  housing 
in  the  local  area. 

Volunteer  Vacations  -  allows  students  to  volunteer  for  one  week 
over  winter  or  spring  break. 

Tufts  Lesbian,  Gay,  and  Bisexual  Community  provides 
support  for  lesbians,  gays,  bisexuals,  and  their  friends,  and 
educates  the  Tufts  community  about  societal  myths  and 
prejudices  surrounding  sexual  orientation  and  gay  culture. 
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Finally,  TLGBC  is  politically  active  on  campus  around  bisexual, 
lesbian,  and  gay  issues,  such  as  lobbying  for  civil  rights  for 
homosexuals. 

Tufts  Lighting  Sound  and  Video  provides  equipment  and 
services  for  university  functions  including  concerts,  parties, 
lectures,  bands,  video  dances  and  theatrical  productions.  In 
addition,  the  organization  provides  members  with  valuable 
work  experience  in  the  technical  field. 

The  Massachusetts  Public  Interest  Research  Group 
(MASSPIRG)  is  part  of  a  statewide  network  directed  entirely 
by  students.  They  gain  leadership  skills  through  efforts  in 
environmental  preservation,  consumer  protection,  and  pov¬ 
erty  relief.  Recent  campaigns  include  Recycling,  Good 
Government,  Toxics,  Hunger  and  Homelessness,  and  Child 
Care. 

The  Middle  East  Study  Group  promotes  greater  under¬ 
standing  of  the  political,  economic,  and  cultural  issues 
confronting  the  region. 

The  Tufts  Mountain  Club  sponsors  numerous  outdoor 
events  and  activities,  such  as  backpacking,  biking,  and  cross¬ 
country  skiing. 

National  Society  of  Black  Engineers 
The  Observer,  established  in  1895,  is  a  weekly  paper 
featuring  news  analysis,  opinions,  editorials,  humor,  arts,  and 
sports.  Every  Thursday,  the  Observer  is  distributed  to  students 
hungry  for  the  real  story. 

The  Off-Hill  Council  is  the  commuter  connection  at  Tufts. 
It  organizes  activities  such  as  dinners,  parties,  and  ski  trips,  for 
the  enjoyment  of  commuting  students,  and  to  strengthen  ties 
between  off-campus  students  and  residents. 

Onyx  is  a  collaboration  of  many  voices  of  the  African- 
American  experience.  It  weaves  threads  of  poetry,  short 
stories,  photography,  and  drawings  into  a  colorful  creation. 
The  Orthodox  Christian  Fellowship  serves  as  a  means  for 
Orthodox  students  to  come  together  for  prayer  and  fellowship. 
The  group  welcomes  anyone  who  wishes  to  leam  about  the 
Eastern  Orthodox  faith. 

The  Oxfam  Snack  Bar  serves  food  and  drinks  in  the  Eaton 
Cafe  to  raise  money  for  Oxfam  America. 

The  Panhellenic  Council  is  made  up  of  three  sororities. 
They  have  been  attending  National  Panhellenic  Conferences, 
expanded  the  executive  board  to  improve  relations  with  both 
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the  administration  and  other  sororities,  and  finally  obtained 
approval  for  a  new  sorority  on  campus. 

The  Pan-Hellenic  Council  is  comprised  of  eight  historically 
African-American  fraternities  and  sororities.  It  aims  to  main¬ 
tain  high  standards,  serve  as  a  forum  for  the  interests  of  the 
members,  and  address  matters  of  mutual  concern  to  the 
affiliate  organizations. 

The  Peace  and  Justice  Educational  Collective  is  devoted 
to  the  promotion  of  global  peace  and  social  justice  through 
educational  means. 

Pen,  Paint,  and  Pretzels,  better  known  as  the  3P’s,  is  a 
student-run  drama  organization  affiliated  with  the  Drama 
Department.  Together  they  co-sponsor  four  major  produc¬ 
tions  each  year. 

Pi  Sigma  Alpha  is  the  national  political  science  honor  soci¬ 
ety,  for  both  Political  Science  and  International  Relations 
majors.  It  sponsors  forums  and  tries  to  foster  interest  in  these 
fields. 

Politica  is  the  political  journal  of  Tufts.  By  sponsoring  debates 
and  symposia,  it  has  become  not  only  a  political  journal  but  a 
force  for  political  dialogue  on  campus. 

Portfolio  is  the  literary  and  fine  arts  journal  of  Tufts  University. 
“I  had  Hardly  begun  to  read.  I  asked  how  can  you  ever  be  sure 
that  what  you  write  is  really  any  good  at  all  and  he  said  you  can’t 
you  can’t  you  can  never  be  sure  you  die  without  knowing 
whether  anything  you  wrote  was  any  good  if  you  have  to  be 
sure  don’t  write”  (from  “Berryman,”  by  W.S.  Merwin). 

The  Portuguese  Club  promotes  intercultural  activities  with 
the  purpose  of  making  the  student  body  aware  of  the  Portu¬ 
guese  culture  and  language.  The  Club  holds  biweekly  coffee 
hours  to  discuss  upcoming  activities  and  projects  in  an  informal 
environment.  Some  activities  include  a  Carnival  Party,  a 
Portuguese-Brazilian  Film  Series,  and  a  Portuguese  or  Brazil¬ 
ian  music  workshop. 

The  Tufts  Pre-Legal  Society  strives  to  fulfill  the  needs  of 
Tufts’  law-oriented  students  by  sponsoring  information  ses¬ 
sions  with  pre-legal  advisors,  practicing  attorneys,  law  school 
deans,  and  Tufts  alumni  that  are  in  or  have  attended  law  school. 
The  Primary  Source  is  the  monthly  journal  of  conservative 
thought  at  Tufts.  It  has  developed  a  national  reputation  for 
insightful  articles,  riveting  humor,  and  political  activism.  The 
journal  is  committed  to  the  promotion  of  free  market  econom 
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ics  and  classical  liberalism. 

The  Tufts  Programming  Board  is  the  core  and  unifying 
organization  for  most  major  campus  events.  Its  purpose  is  to 
plan  social,  cultural,  recreational,  and  educational  events  for 
the  community  by  bringing  together  the  different  organizations 
and  sharing  their  resources.  It  consists  of  an  executive  board 
and  six  standing  committees:  the  Advertising  Committee,  the 
Concert  Board,  Film  Series,  Lecture  Series,  the  Special  Events 
Committee,  and  the  Class  Councils. 

Proteus  Continuum  is  a  bold  new  magazine  dedicated  to  the 
publication  and  promotion  of  science  fiction  and  fantasy. 
Queen’s  Head  and  Artichoke  is  a  monthly  literary  maga¬ 
zine  that  provides  an  easily  accessible  forum  for  students  to 
have  their  fiction  and  poetry  published  and  read.  It  also 
features  Professors’  thoughts  on  artistic  subjects,  alternative 
listings  for  those  in  search  of  something  new  to  do,  and  profiles 
on  students  who  are  making  contributions  to  the  arts  at  Tufts. 
The  REAL  Program,  (Resumed  Education  for  Adult  Learn¬ 
ers),  was  designed  to  meet  the  need  for  greater  flexibility  in  the 
education  of  older  students.  Members  are  enrolled  in  regular 
undergraduate  courses  and  pursue  a  course  of  study  leading  to 
a  college  degree. 

The  Tufts  Republican  Club  works  to  promote  political 
awareness  on  campus,  and  gain  support  for  the  Republican 
philosophy. 

Ronald  Blackburn  Scholarship  Fund 

The  Russian  Circle,  working  through  the  Russian  House, 

organizes  lectures,  movies,  weekly  teas  during  which  Russian 

is  spoken,  and  other  events  for  students  interested  in  the 

languages,  cultures,  and  politics  of  the  peoples  of  the  Soviet 

Union. 

Sarabande,  whose  name  originates  from  a  popular  and 
rigorous  court  dance,  has  come  to  represent  Tufts  Repertory 
Dance  Ensemble.  The  group  was  founded  to  allow  Tufts’ 
dancers  and  choreographers  to  perform  quality  repertory 
works  in  a  liberal  yet  professional  atmosphere,  encouraging  a 
wide  variety  of  styles  in  dance  from  ballet  and  modem  to  jazz 
and  tap. 

Side  Effects,  a  comedy  troupe  on  campus,  is  in  its  third  year. 
The  Tufts  Ski  Club  sponsors  ski  trips  for  interested  students. 

The  Society  for  Creative  Anachronism  recreates  medi¬ 
eval  society  through  reenacting  actual  events  and  customs, 
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Spanish  Club 
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such  as  medieval  combat  and  festivities. 

The  Society  of  St.  Augustine  of  Canterbury  is  an  Epis- 
copal-Anglican  student  group. 

The  Society  of  Women  Engineers  is  geared  towards 
helping  students  plan  their  careers  while  learning  about  the 
field  of  engineering.  Some  activities  are  the  Resume  Book,  Job 
Shadowing  Program,  and  High  School  Outreach.  Support  is 
provided  to  peers  through  Engineering  Week  for  prefreshmen 
and  the  Big  Sister/Little  Sister  Program. 

Students’  Action  for  a  New  Direction  (STAND)  works 
to  reduce  the  military  budget  and  fund  human  needs. 
Students  Against  Homelessness  provides  an  awareness 
of  the  problems  surrounding  the  issue  of  homelessness.  They 
respond  not  only  politically,  but  also  through  fund-raising  and 
service  efforts. 

The  Student  Philosophy  Colloquium  tries  to  present 
philosophy  to  the  community  and  stimulate  philosophical 
thinking  by  presenting  papers  and  discussions  and  hosting 
speakers. 

Tufts  Student  Resources  is  a  non-profit  enterprise  run 
entirely  by  students,  providing  its  members  with  first  nand 
business  experience. 

The  Tufts  Symphonic  Band  is  a  thirty-four  member  en¬ 
semble  .  Whether  playing  in  Cohen  Auditorium ,  at  Faneuil  Hall 
Marketplace,  or  on  other  college  campuses,  it  continues  to 
provide  quality  music  and  “tons  of  fun”  for  its  members. 

Tau  Beta  Pi  is  the  national  engineering  honor  society.  Mem¬ 
bership  is  among  the  highest  honors  that  can  be  conferred 
upon  an  engineer.  Tau  Beta  Pi  strives  “to  foster  a  spirit  of 
liberal  culture  in  engineering  colleges.” 

Teach  for  America  Tufts  encourages  seniors  to  consider 
teaching  as  a  profession,  working  through  the  Teach  for 
America  program. 

The  Third  Day  Gospel  Choir  provides  an  opportunity  for 
people  to  come  together  and  express  themselves  through 
gospel  music. 

Tom  Ticket  II  is  Tufts'  musical  theater  organization.  Entirely 
student  run,  it  gives  all  thespians  an  opportunity  to  perform  or 
work  behind  the  scenes  on  performances.  Providing  fun, 
friends,  great  times,  and  new  experiences,  Tom  Ticket  II  has 
been  an  outlet  for  Tufts  crazy,  goofy,  musical  theater-people. 
The  Tufts  Tri-Service  Organization  is  a  student  run  social 
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*  t's  happening  on  campus 


group  that  is  dedicated  to  increasing  awareness  of  the 
Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps  (ROTC)  program  and 
improving  ROTC’s  image  on  campus.  TTSO  usually 
holds  one  major  event  yearly,  the  Veterans’  Day 
remembrance  ceremony  on  Memorial  Steps. 

TUTV  is  designed  to  give  Tufts  students  experience 
in  all  aspects  of  video  production,  producing  shows 
such  as  Tufts  Today,  In  Touch,  On  the  Hill,  Ivory 
Tower  Combat,  and  Jumbo  Sports  Update.  TUTV 
has  two  important  mottoes:  Marco  knows  everything 
and  support  turkey  rights! 

Unframed  Pictures  is  a  student  filmmaking  group, 
giving  students  the  chance  to  gain  experience  making 
their  own  films. 

The  Vietnamese  Students  Club  (VSC)  was 

founded  in  1985  with  the  purpose  of  unifying  the 
Vietnamese  students  on  Tufts  campus,  and  has  since 
incorporated  another  important  goal:  to  promote 
awareness  of  the  Vietnamese  culture  and  heritage. 

Tufts  Voice  for  Pro-Choice 

WMFO  is  the  student-run  radio  station,  just  entering 
its  fifth  decade  of  broadcasting.  It  is  one  of  a  few  year- 
round  24  hour  college  stations  in  the  New  England 
area.  WMFO  is  sound  unbound,  and  enters  the  90’s 
with  an  ear  to  the  future. 

The  Women’s  Collective  exists  as  a  support  group 
and  a  resource  for  all  women  on  campus,  and  tries  to 
initiate  programming  that  addresses  the  needs  and 
concerns  of  women  of  varied  race,  ethnicity,  sexual¬ 
ity,  religion,  and  ability.  Events  include  Women’s 
Week,  Stop  Violence  Against  Women,  and  Take  Back 
the  Night. 

The  Jumbo  Yearbook  incorporates  the  talents  of 
students  who  manage,  edit,  and  write  for  the  annual 
publication. 

The  Zamboni  is  Tufts'  humor  publication,  full  of 
satirical  articles,  photo  spreads,  and  cartoons.  The 
goal  of  the  paper  is  to  reach  levels  of  smugness 
heretofore  unrealized  by  other  publications.  The 
Zamboni  will  be  around  for  a  long  time  to  come  in 
order  to  provide  fresh  alternative  reading.
